Would Safeguard 
Her Balkan and 


Adriatic

Rome, April 30,- W hile officials of 
the foreign office assert that the re- J 
port that Italy has reached an agree- i 
ment with the allies to enter the war 
is baseless, it ig learned that Italy 
has definitely informed the entente 
powers on what conditions she will 
take up arms on their side when the 
time comes fop m ilitary action.

It is learned from an autiu 
itative diplomatic source that the ne­ 
gotiations between Italy and Austria 
are at a standstill owing to the un- 
acceptable nature of the territorial 
offers made by Ihe Vienna pover;

It is evident that Austria regards 
the entry of Italy into the war as 
eminent.
